In response to the Electionmestriction Requirement mailed March 19. 2004, Applicant 
elects, with traverse. Group I (claims 1-18), drawn to a method for separating magnetic material 
from non-magnetic material. Additionally, with respect to the method of Group 1 (claims M8), 
Applicant elects, with traverse, claims directed to the hydroseparator species. It is believed that 
claims 1-10 and also claims 13-15 are generic to the identified species. Further, claims 11-12. as 
well as claims 1-10 and 13-15 read on the hydroseparator species. 

Applicant tespectfiilly lequests reconsideration and withdrawal or modification of the 
restriction requiiement between Group I and 0. It is respectfully submitted that the inventions 
(methods and apparatus) as claimed can be readily evaluated in one search without placmg 
undue burden on the Examiner. That is. all the claims are so interrelated that a seaich of one 
group of claims will reveal art to the other. This can be readUy seen from the similarity of the 
structural elements of the generic method claim 1 and generic method cUim 19. 

Furthermore, with respect to the species election, this election is made with traverse to 
the extent that it is understood that (a) the requirement will be withdrawn upon the finding of an 
allowable genus; and (b) any species withdrawn from consideration will be transferrxrd to the 
elected subject matter unless it is found patentably distinct from the elected or allowed claims. 
Applicant traverses on the grounds that the generic claim includes sufficiently few species that a 
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search and examination of all the species at one lime would not impose a serious burden on the 
Examiner. 

Applicant reserves the right to pursue examination of any non-elected clauns in 
continuation or divisional apphcations.
